be settled with alone. Any compli- 
cation that would absorb the atten- 
tion now bestowed by France or 
Russia on Germany would be most 
welcome to Prince Bismarck; with 
Russia especially engaged elsewhere 
he could not afford to miss the op- 
portunity to struggle out of his pre- 
sent difficulty, Germany is menaced 
with very serious danger —danger 
which is constantly increasing, and

Imposing : Ceremony. 


The Consecration of the Sceoad Bishop 
of Saskatehewan. 


One of the most imposing of Episcopal 
services was celebrated in the Holy Tri 
nity church Sunday morning, when the 
Ven. Archdeacon Pinkham was conse- 
crated Bishop of Saskatchewan, The 
edifice was crowded from chancel to 
portal, every available seat being occu- 
pied. Long before 11 o'clock streains of 
devout spectators commenced arriving 
from several directions, so that by the 
time the bell ceased it was morally im- 
possible to secure a position anywhere 
within hearing distance of the pulpit The 
choir was an exceptionally large one, 
having been increased for the occasion, 
and opened the serrice with a beautiful 
processional hymn. During the singing 
of this hymn the church dignitaries and 
clergy marched in procession up the 
centre aisle, 

THE SERVICE, 

The ordering of the service on the 
ovcasion of a consecration is by canon in 
the hands of the metropolitan. His 
directions were carried out by the Rev. 
Canon Machray, the secretary of the 
House of Bishops, who arranged the pro- 
cession, and by the Rev, Canon Coombs, 
who took charge of the musical portion 
of the ceremonies. In the arrangement 
| of the procession the order followed was 
'that which obtains at consecratioms in 
England. In the procession were the 
Reve.

resting activity. He was never idle. 
Even under constrained silence and 
quietude hie very fingers twitched and 
the muscles of his face moved restlessly, 
as if in answer to the vibrations of his 
active mind within. With this activity 
of mind and body he combined that per- 
tinacity of purpose, that indomitable 
persistence, which in his native land of 
hill and heather is termed ‘‘ dourness.” 
To be with the man was to catch some of 
his spirit. I well remember in achool 
and college how ardently we worked for 
him. We often wondered why we did 
it. We seemed a puzzle to ourselves. 
But the fact was, the atmosphere of his 
presence was energizing. It seemed 
charged with an animating ideality. 
You felt in his presence that there was 
something to do, and that you must do 
it—that there was something to be, and 
that you must be it. Brethren, all these 
noble features of character, all these 
talents and gifte Bishop McLean laid 
upon the Lord's altar in Saskatchewan. 
He did this too, when, in the world’s 
view, there was nothing to attract a man 
to that western country. He had every- 
thing to do, everything to form. There 
was no organisation--no endowment. 
The diocese consisted only of vastness of 
extent and a very sparse white popula- 
tion. But toa man of faith and large 
hope there was a future of promise in it. 
With faith in God, and a zeal tor the 
Lord of Hosts, he took up the work. It 
was virginsoil to cultivate for the Master. 
But under the mysterious providence of 
Giod, he was not permitted to see the 
harvest. ‘‘One sows, another reaps. " 
The Lord of the vineyard called him 
before the evening came. If his life was 
grand, his death was heroic. I shall not 
attempt to describe that death here. It 
has been depicted by abler tongues and 
abler pens than mine. Suffice it to say 
that while I have listened to the story of 
the last few wecks of his life, as told to 
me by the son who accompanied him on 
that last and fatal journey, there is a 
tragic pathos in it which makes one feel 
that if Africa and the East can point toa 
Hannington and a Patteson as martyrs to 
a tierce persecution, Northwest America 
can point to a McLean, a martyr to self- 
imposed work for God.
